The neatest and most daring robbery 
ever recorded in Fort Wayne was com- 
mitted at high noon to-day, right in the 
heart of the city, with hundreds of peo- 
ple passing back and forth every minute. 
The scene was on Calhoun street. 


Just after 12 o'clock to-day burglars 
entered Mr. Isaac Lauferty's private 
banking house, in the Aveline house 
block, and made oflf with some $2,000 
without leaving a trace that migh t lead 
to their identity. 


Mr. Lauferty does a private banking 
and brokerage business. 
He was once 
before the victim of a robbery and a 
high iron railing divides his office, in- 
side of which he transacts business, and 
besides he has burglar alarm bells run- 
ning into the Aveline house, as another 
means of protection. 


He locked his banking office at just 
five minutes to 12 o'clock and proceeded 
to dinner at his home on West Berry 
street. His safe stands in the rear part 
of a fire proof vault constructed in the 
room. To this vault is a huge iron 
door swinging out. 
Inside it are two 
light steel doors and these he locked be- 
fore going to the noon meal. The 
heavy outside door was simply closed, 
not locked. 
Mr. Lauferty also closed 
the street door to his bank building and 
right here the narrative deepens, for 
Wi. Lauferty was at dinner just thirty 
minutes. 


In this brief time the robbers, who 
had probably secreted themselves in the 
bank during the moniing, opened the 
outside door to the safe vault, and then 
with a punch drove in the lock on the 
inside or double doors, giving them 
access to the vault. 
Here, on an open 
shelve, Mr. 
Lauferty had 
his cash 
drawers, having placed them there from 
the counter before going to dinner. He 
is not confident how much money he 
had, but it is estimated at $2,000, di- 
vided in coin and bills. All of this, 
with the exception of a package of $1 
notes, the theives hastily appropriated 
and made oflf with, going out of the 
front entrance and locking the street 
door behind them, leaving nothing to 
trace their going or coming to but a 
broken lock and an empty cash drawer. 


Tliere are two theories to the theft. 
One is that the rascals entered from the 
street Avith false keys after Mr. Laufertv 
left, and the other is that they hid in 
the bank. 


Mr. Lauferty recalls no suspicious 
characters, and every one seems dumb- 
founded at the daring of the thieves.

A Iiarge Ship Bnilding Plant, at 
Cleveland, Ohio, Destroyed 
by Fire. 


CiiEVEijANo, O., Dec. 8.—Three quar- 
ters of the large iron ship building plant 
of the Globe iron works, on West River 
street, in this city, was destroyed by 
fire this morning. 
The burned portion 
of the ship yard was 700 feet in lengrth 
and fifty feet in width, and contained 
$100,000 worth of valuable machinery. 
Besides the ship buildings and stock 
consumed by the flames, the office was 
burned out. 


Valuable models and drawings, the 
accumulation of years, were consumed. 
Five large steam vessels, in process of 
construction, were 
upon the stocks 
within a few feet of the burning build- 
ings, but the ships were saved from 
damage. 
The loss is approximately 
fixed at $200,000, probably covered by 
insurance. 
One thousand workmen 
were employed in the ship yards, and 
they will resume work on Monday. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—A slight fire in the 
Northwestern Furniture 
factory- this 
morning resulted in an explosion of 
mill dust, by which five firemen were 
injured, two of them dangerously.

Mayor Muhler, Water Works Trus- 
tees McCulloch, Monning and Boseker, 
and the council committees on finance 
and water works, met yesterday after- 
noon to consider the advisability, or 
rather the necessity, of enlarging and 
perfecting the water works system. 


Mr. R. T. McDonald, general manager 
of the Jenney Electric Light company, 
was present by invitation and addressed 
the officers of the city, explaining the 
necessity of better fire protection to the 
industries and homes of the city to its 
utmost boundaries. 


His sentiments were shared by sill the 
officers, and he was given assurance of 
prompt action in the premises. The 
plan outlined in T H E SENTINEII some 
days ago, of a twenty-inch supjily pipe 
east and west from the main line on Cal- 
houn street, was advocated and agreed 
on. The necessity of additional fire 
hydrants at all the manufactories and 
on the outskii-ts of town was admitted, 
and with these thing came a determi- 
nation to complete the reservoir. 


The serious thing is that there is no 
money on hand for these improvements, 
and the only way out of the dilemma is 
to sell $100,000 of water works bonds. 
This amount would be divided up in 
this way: Something like $40,000 for 
the new engine and attaclmients and 
equipments already contracted for, $15,- 
000 for supply wells and pipe line, $10,- 
000 for the reservoir and the rest for ex- 
tending and enlarging the supply pipes 
to all parts of the city, but especially to 
manufacturing 
points, 
because, as 
Mayor Muhler remarked: 
"We ought 
to throw every safeguard possible about 
them, for Fort Wayne can well be 
proud of her industries."

They Receive an Order for the Ruiid- 
ing of Ten New l<ocomotive«. 


The Pittsburg shops in this city will 
complete the building of the five new 
engines upon which they are now en- 
gaged about the 15th of next mouth, 
and it will be good news to know that 
the gi'eat works will at once commence 
the building of ten more new class "S" 
engines. 


An order to this effect was received 
this morning from the headiiuai ters of 
the company. 
This new work will keep 
the present force of employes busy at 
woj-k until the Ist of next May luul may 
necessitate the employment of some new 
men. The great Pittsburg sliops, we 
are glad to say, will still boom, and add 
its energy to the building of the city's 
business.

JJoth the Czar and tho 
Czarina art; }on<i of spf>rt, ride, walk, shoot, 
play tennis and billiards with their children, 
and spend as mm.'h time with them us the 
ordinary father and mother. auJ, uuder tho 


oiroumstanoes, perhaps a littlo more; for 
the Czarina cannot go shopping and visit- 
ing like the mothers of the little girls in the 
United States, and has no household cares 
to occupy her time. 


The Danish lady of whom I have spoken 
says that nearly every night in winter, 
•;yhen tho Czarina has no state engage- 
ments. she goes to the nursery and reads 
Danish fairy stories to her children from 
the very same books she had when she was 
a child. 


The Czarina as a Seamstres.s. 


She makes much ot her clothing also, .al- 
though she has a household full of seam- 
stresses, and often takes their now hats to 
pieces, and trims them over according to 
her own taste. The Empress has a knack 
with the needle, and makes beautiful em- 
broidery. Tho Metropolitan of the llussian 
Church, the great high prifjst, on cere- 
monial 
occasions of great importance, 
wears, among his other vestments, a cape, 
or something of that sort, embroidorod'by 
her hands. 
.She joined th(! Greek Church 
before .she could wear the crown, but there 
Avas a prejudice against her when she was 
crowned Princess because of her Protestant- 
ism, to which she clung. After the assas- 
sination of the late Czar she placed her.self 
under the instructions of one of the priests 
at tho palace, and llnally decided to accept 
tho religion ot Russia, so tka.t she could be 
crowned. 


Tho Empress is bright and witty, and it is 
from her instead of her husl)and that 
little 
Giiorgia gets her keen wits and tongue; 
but .she has led a very sad life, surrounded 
by dangers, being constantly reminded of 
tlie peril in which she lives by the j)resenci3 
of detectives and guards, and says she is 
never jierl'ectly hap|.y exi-ept when she re- 
turns to her old home in Denmark, where 
no nihilists come. The entire family is in 
tho habit of visiting Copenhagen 
every 
year, and remaining f(U- six weeks or two 
months for this reason, it is a convenient 
journev by sea and takes only- a couple of 
tiays. 


The Czar is devoted to his wife, and they 
•are scddom sepai-ated, even lor a day. When 
he goes to Petersburg from tho summer 
p;il.ace she is always with him; whe.n he 
goes out to review his tmops she is ever at 
his side: they jidii together in the parks 
surrounding thi> ]ialace; sit togidhor u])on 
the deck of the imperial yacht as he cruises 
around the Gulf of Finland, and she seems 
to b'ar to liave him leave her for any pur- 
pose. There is a cloud hanging over her 
life, and it is apprehension for her hus- 
band's safety.

in which the Czar .'ind Czarina sin'iit Iheir 


large, splendidly bnllt man, and moves like 
an athlete. There is strength in every mo- 
tion of his hand and every glance of his 
eye. There is no face among all the great 
men of Europe with more character in its 
lines than his, and the chief characteristic 
is determination. He is a man of most in- 
tonso convictions. 
He hates and he loves 
very strongly; never forgets an injury or a 
kindness, but has a sympathetic disposi- 
tion. and is inclined to look upon crime as 
a disease. 


This point was alluded to recently in con- 
versation with an olBcial of the Govern- 
ment who has to do with philanthropic in- 
stitutions. Ho told mo that the Czar had 
always shown tho greatest interest in tho 
iiuniane treatment of tho insane, and had 
several times expressed an opinion that 
most criminals were partially or wholly out 
of their minds. Ho is much more lenient 
toward tho nihilists than his police, and it 
was through him that tho last batch ar- 
rested were sent to Siberia instead of be- 
ing executed. 
Ho considers tho young 
men. the students who engage in conspira- 
cies against liim, as fanatics, and is in- 
clined to treat them generously: but an of- 
llcer of the army who is guilty of con- 
spiracy or trea.son ho will never forgive. 
In the Czar's mind lianging is too good for 
him. 


The religious element in the character of 
the Emperor is exceedingly strong. He has 
always had a serious temperan-.ent, even 
when a boy. and has taken a greater interest 
in rcligiou.s matters than liis father did, or in 
fact any of his predecessors. He is scrupu- 
lously exact in the i)orformance of all his 
religious duties, attends ma.ss every morn- 
ing of his life. and. as I have said, always 
goes to tho icon of the Lady of Kazan before 
attempting any great work or deciding upon 
any groat question. 


The Czar'.s Ullliard-Rooin. 


Adjoining the library is tho Czar's bill- 
iard-room, in which is a largo carved oaki;n 
chest lllled with ehoico wines, liquors, and 
cigars. In another room is a roulette table, 
for tho Czar gambles like all other llus- 
sians. They do not regard the habit with 
anymore aversion than smoking or whist. 
All ladies as well as gentlemen gamlde and 
smoke. 
The billi.ird-room connects with a 
pair ot h.indsomely furnish(id drawing- 
rooms. which ari? arrang'Hl with great taste, 
and by the Empress herself, who designed 
most of the furniture. One is at onco struck 
by the abseiii-e of the gold leaf that is so 
pri'valent in other palaces. 


IJeyoiid tin.' dr.'iwing-rooms jire the apart- 
ments of the ];nii>ress, a series of half a 
dozen rooms, fnrnisheil in cretonne of dif- 
fei-ent tints ami liuures, the walls being of 
the sani''. Her sitting-room is sunny and 
oozy, and adjoins the si wing-ruom.

In the library are a large collection of 
b(joks and magazines, most of t l i e j n on 
technical subjects, the i-lnglisli, French, 
(ierman, and iîussian languages being rep- 
resented. I saw ],'»ngf'.'llow's und Whit- 
tier's poems, several ot llowells' novels, 
which looked fajniliar, and the lOdinburgh 
l>rints of j'rank Stockton's "i.ady and the 
Tiger." This. I was told, was the lavorite 
story of the 0,ar. and ."Vlinister Lothrop af- 
terward told me that "The Casting Away of 
Mrs. Ayli'shine and Mrs. ],ecks " had 
been r(!iid with absorbing 
interest not 
only by the family ut the Czar but by all the 
(iourt. and the remarkable advent'.ires of 
those ladies was the theme of much conver- 
sation at dinner parties and other gatherings 
in liussia.

The (.'zar is not a|)pidachabte. for obvious 
reasons, ile is the most difHctilt man in 
the world to S(.>e for any i>tu-pos(.'. because 
ho is so <'ompletely surrounded by jjolice 
and soldiers; but when access is once 
gained to his i>resenee he is n-presi-nted as 
one of the most ¡igreeable of companions— 
"not a good talker," ¡is one (;xi)ressed it, 
"but a s])l(iudid listener." He seems to be 
interested in anything you are of ii mind to 
discuss, and olten suiigests topics to his 
callers in a pleasant, off-hand way to draw 
them out. Ho says little himself, but re- 
members all ho hears and from whom he 
heard it. I would rather teil a good story 


to the Czar than any man I know, bat I 
never heard him tell one. He is particu- 
larly interested on all scientillc and po- 
litical topics. He will listen as intently to 
a discussion of the political situation in 
America as that in Europe, and the de- 
scription ot any new discovery will delight 
him. He will inquire minutely for the de- 
tails, and will then ask where he can find 
further information. Small talk and gossip 
never interests him. He will change the 
subject at onco and abruptly as soon as it 
is begun. Ho cares nothing for newspapers 
and seldom reads them, but has a secretary 
who reads every journal of Eurono of any 
importance, and is able to tell-the Czar what 
he wants to know of current events. 


The Kinperor at Work. 


Ho does much moro work than any of his 
ministers, and is at his de.sk many hours 
each day. Like the Emperor Nicholas, ho 
rises early in the morning and has done a

A branch of the Northern 
Pacific Kailroad from Spokane Falls is 
only ten miles away, Avitii engineers

Tho Cathedral of Notre Dame 
In Paris 
Made The Suljject of a Striking Compar- 
ison—Some KIch Metaphors—A 
Sermon 
Delivered 
the Broolilyn Tabernacle. 


Text—'AU thy gaxments smeU of Myrrh, and 
aloes, and cassia, out of the ivory palaces."— 
Psalms xlv, 8. 


Among the grand adornments of the 
city of Paris is the Church of 
Notre 
Dame, with its great towei-s and elabor- 
ated rose windows and sculpturing of 
the last judgment, with the trumpeting 
angels and rising dead, its 
battlements 
of quarterfoil, its sacristy, with ribbed 
ceiling and statues of saints. But there 
was nothing in all that building which 
more vividly appealed to my plain re- 
publican tastes than the costly vest- 
ments which 
laid in oaken presses — 
robes that had been embroidered Avith 
gold, and had been worn by popes and 
archbishops on great occnsions. 
There 
was a robe that had been worn by Pius 
VII. at the crowning of the first Napo- 
leon. 
There was also a vestment that 
had been worn at the baptism of Napo- 
leon II. 
As our guide opened the oaken 
presses and brought out these vestments 
of fabulous cost, and lifted them up, 
the fragrance of the pungent 
aromatics 
in which they had been preserved 
filled 
the place Avith a sweetness that was al- 
most oppressive. 
Nothing that hadbeen 
done in stone more vividh' impressed 
me than those things that had been 
done in cloth, and embroidery, and per- 
fume. 
But to-day I open the drawer of 
this text, and I look upon the kingly 
robes of Christ, and as I lift them, 
flashing 
with eternal jewels, the whole 
house is filled with the aroma of these 
garments, which "smell of myrrh, and 
aloes, and cassia, out of the ivory pal- 
aces." 


In my text the King steps forth. 
His 
robes rustle and blaze as he advances. 
His pomp and poAver and glory over- 
master the spectator. 
More brilliant is 
he than Queen Vashti, moving amid the 
Persian princes; than Marie Antoinette 
on the day when Louis XVI put upon 
her the necklace of eight hundred dia- 
monds; than Anne Boleyn the day Avhen 
Henry VIII Avelcomed her to his i)alace; 
all beauty and all pomp forgotten, while 
Ave stand in the presence of this impe- 
rial glory. King of Zion, King of Earth, 
King of Heaven, King forever! His gar- 
ments not Avorn out, not dust bedraggled; 
but radiant and jeweled and redolent. 
It seems as if they must have 
been 
pressed a hundred yeurs amid the flow- 
ers of Heaven. 
The Avardrobes 
from

and frankincense, and

Your first curiosity is to know why the 
robes of Christ are odorous Avith myrrh. 
This was a bright-leafed Abvssiiiian plant 
It was trifoliiited.

tians, Ivomaus, and Jews bought and 
sold it at a liigh price. 
The first jires- 
eut that Avas ever given to Christ was a 
sprig of myrrh, thrown on his infantile 
bed in Bft'hlehoiii, and the last gift tliat 
Christ ever had was invrrh pressed 
into 
the cu]) of his crucifixion. 
The natives 
would take a Btone and bruise the tree, 
and then it would exude a gum that 
would saturate all the gri>und beneath. 
This gum Avas used for purposes of mer- 
chandise. 
One piece of it no lar^'er 
than a chestnut, Avould wkelui a Avhole 
room with odors. 
It was put in closets, 
in chests, in draAvers, in rooms, and its 
perfume adhere almost interminably to 
anything that Avas anywliere near it. 
Ho 
when in my text I read that Christ's gar- 
ments smell of myrrh, 
I 
immediately 
conclude 
the 
exquisite 
sweetness 
of Jesus. I know that to many He is only 
like any historical person; another John 
Howard, another philanthropic 
Ober- 
lin, another Confucius, a grand subject 
for a painting, 
a heroic theme for a 
poem, a beautiful form for a statue; but 
to those who have heard his voice, and 
felt his pardon, and received his bene- 
diction, He is music, 
and light, and 
warmth, and thrill, 
and 
eternal 
fra- 
grance. 
SAveet as a friend sticking to 
you when all else betray. 
Lifting you 
up while others try to i>ush you down. 
Not so much like inoruing-glories, that 
bloom only Avhen the sun is coming up, 
nor like "four-o'clocks," that bloom only 
when the sun is going down, but like 
myrrh, perpetually aromatic—the same 
morning, 
noon, and night—yesterday, 
to-day, forever. 
It seems as if we can- 
not wear Him out. 
We i)ut on Him all 
our burdens, and afflict llim Avith all our 
griefs, and set Him foremost in all f •• 
battles, and yet llii is ready to lift, ai. . 
to sympathize, and to help. 
We have so 
imposed upon Hiia that one would tliink 
in etrrnal ¡ilfrunt Ho Avould quit our 
soul; and yet to-day He addresses 
us 
with the same tenileriiess, dawns upon 
us with the same smile, pities us 
with 
the same compassion. 


There is no name like His for us. 
It 
is more imperial than 
Ciesars, more 
musical than Beethoven's, 
more con- 
quering than Charlemagne's, more elo- 
quent than Cicero's. 
It throbs AVith all 
life. 
ItAveeps Avith aIIi)athos. It groans 
with all pain. 
It stoops Avith all con- 
descension. 
It ])reathes Avith all per- 
fume. 
Who like Jesus to set a broken 
bone, to pitty a homeless orphan, 
to 
nurse a sick man. to take a prodigal 
back without ¡my scolding, to illumine a 
cemetery 
all ploweil with graves, 
to 
make a (jueen unto God out of tlie lost 
woman of the street, to catch the tears 
of human sorrow in a lachrymatory that 
shall never bo broken? 
Who has such 
an eye to see our need, such a lip to kiss 
away our sorrow, such a hand to snatch 
us out of the fire, such a foot to trample 
our enemies, such a heart to embrace all 
our necessities? 
I struggle for some 
metaphor 
with which to express him. 
Ho is not 
like 
the 
bursting 
forth 
of a full orchestra; that is too loud. 
He is not like the sea Avheii lashed to 
rage by the tempest; that is too boister- 
ous. 
He is not like the mountain, its 
brow wreathe«* with the lightnings; that 
is too solitary. 
Give us a softer type, a 
gentler comparison. 
We have seemed 
to see Him with our eyes, and to hear 
Him with our ears, and to touch Him 
with our hands. 
Oh, that to-day He 
might appear to some other one of our 
five senses! 
Ay, the nostril shall dis- j 
cover His presence. 
He comes upon us 
like spice gales from Heaven. 
Yes, His 
garments smell of pungent, lasting, and 
all pervasive myrrh. 


Oh, that you all knew His sweetness. 
How soon you would turn from your 
novels!

The neatest and most daring robbery 


ever recorded in Fort Wayne was com- 
mitted at high noon to-day, right in the 
wart of the city, with hundreds of peo- 
ple passing back and forth every minute. 
Che scene was on Calhonn street. 
Just after 12 o'clock to-day burglars 


entered Mr. Isaac Lanferty's private 
winking house, in the Aveline honse 
block, and made off with some $2,000 
without leaving a trace that migh t lead 
o their identity. 


Mr. Lauferty does a private banking 


and brokerage business. 
He was once 


*?fore the victim of a robbery and a 
ligh iron railing divides hi* office, in- 
ide of which he transacts business, and 
tesides he has burglar alarm bells run- 
ning into the Aveline honse, as another 
means of protection. 


He locked his banking office at just 


Lve minutea to 12 o'clock and proceeded 
o dinner at his home ou West Berry 
treet. His safe stands in the rear part 
of a fire proof vault constructed in the 
room. To this vault is a huge iron 
[oor swinging out. Inside it are two 
ight steel doors and these he looked be- 
ore going to the noon meal. The 
teavy outside door want simply closed, 
not locked. Mr. Lauferty also closed 
ihe street door to his bank building and 
right here the narrative deepens, for 
St. Lauferty was at dinner just thirty 
minutes. 


In this brief tame the robbers, who 


tad probably secreted themselves in the 
nnk during the morning, opened the 
outside door to the safe vault, and then 
with a punch drove in the look on the 
inside or double doors, giving them 


m to the vault. 
Here, on an open 


helve, Mr. Lauferty had his cash 
drawers, having placed them there from 
he counter before going to dinner. He 
B not confident how much money he 
had, but it is estimated at «2,000, di- 
vided in coin and bills. All of this, 
with the exception of a packagn of $1 
notes, the theiven hastily appropriated 
and made off with, going out of the 
ront .entrance and looking the street 
loor behind them, leaving nothing to 
race their going or coming to but a 
broken lock and an empty cash drawer. 


There are two theories to the theft. 
)ne is that the rascals entered from the 
street with false keys after Mr. Luufertv 
eft, and the other is that they hid in 
he bank.

Of his brothers, tho Grand Dukes Vladi- 
mir, Alexis, and Surplus, the loss said tho 
better. Alexis van bo »uon in the streets of 
1 Petersburg almost any day in an open car- 
riage with a woman whoso relations to him 
are tho talk of tho drosky drivers. The 
palace In which sho lives belongs to tho 
Oovec"^1 Varit. and hor expenses aro paid 
from?, -mo allowance lie receives from tho 
public treasury. His brother Hcrglim has 
been almost as bad, but tho* wifo of Serglus 
i» u woman of moro positive disposition 
than tfio wifo of Alexis, and whatever ho 
does nowadays if* "on tho sly."

• crown nrltitie.ts Nicholas, aged 17; the second 
Is tho Grand Duchess Georgia, aged 12; tho 
third is the Grand Duchoss Xuniu, aged U; 
and the youngest tho Grand Duke Michael, 
nged (i. I have n photograph of tho family, 
taken shortly before tho last child was born. 
Tlio Czarina is three years yottn go r than 
her sister, tho Princess of Wales. Tho 
Crown Prince Nicholas is Colonel of a regi- 
ment of tho Horse Guards, which is always 
commanded by tho Crown I'rinco from 
tho minute ho Is born till tho crown of 
Ilussla Is placed upon his head. Then ho is 
supposed to take eommimd not only of tho 
entire armies mid the mwy. and bocomo tho 
head of the church as welt as tho state, but 
is Captain of a company of bombndlors and 
Colonel of the llagimont of tho Transfigura- 
tion, whoso duty is to guard Iho Wtutor 
Palace—the finest, body of troops in the 
service. 
The young Prince rides at tlio head of his 
' 
troops from tho lime ho can sit on a saddle, 
oven when his horse has to be led; has his 
aids and his stair, and is supposed to issue 
Orders like a real colonel of cavalry. Ho is 
old enough now to tako an active part in tho 
military maneuvers, and spent a good part 
of lust summer in camp with his troops at 
Tsarskoo-Selo. Ho has been educate d by 
English und Russian tutors, and is said to 
bo u warm-hearted, affectionate boy, a great 
favorito with every one, and. quite demo- 
cratic in his notions. At tlio same time ho 
has his father's imperious wjll, and does 
not like to have his plans interfered with. 
Tho boy and his father arc very fond'of 
each other, but sometimes their intentions 
contHct, when a struggle comes and ono of 
thorn has to cive way. It is said that the 
Czar commonly yields llrst, for tho boy al- 
ways has an ally in his mother. 
The Princess Georgia is an ordinary-look- 


ing child—in fact, none of the children aro 
handsome—but sho is snkl to bo uncom- 
monly bright, and her witticisms aro quot- 
ed in the corn-is of llussia, Denmark and 
England. 
Slio hits considerable artistic 


talent, too—sketches und paints well, and 
her father's library Is full of her work. In 
tho littlo piilnco at Taarkoe-Solo I saw a 
pen-and-ink f-kel.ch from her hand that 
would attract mvonihlo comment in any 
collection. She is her father's favorito of 


never perfectly happy except when sho re- 
turns to hor old homo in Denmark, whoro 
no nihilists couio. Tho ontiro family is in 
tho habit of visiting Copenhagen every 
year, and remaining for six weeks or twc 
months for this reason. It is n convenient 
journey by sea and takes only a couple ol 
diiys. 
The Czar is devoted to his wifo, and they 


are seldom separated, oven for a day. When 
he goes to Petersburg from tho summer 
palace sho is always with him: when ho

uy. Now, I earnestly protest against 
iitit kind of education, as it proves an 
lemenb of great discomfort t:> tphil- 
'rvn in after lifo. Snakes aro perfectly 
iiiruiloss (excepting 
tho venomous 


jiecica) and as timid us birds, und 
hildron should bo taught so, and they 
hould no .more bo allowed to bo cru«l 
o a snake than to a frog or a turtle. 
When young 1 heard tho maxim, "If 
-on kill the first snake you sec, it is a 
ign you comjuer your enemies." 
And 


also, ".Break the first brake and kill 
he first snake, and it will instirn good 
uck for the year." Unnoc^ssnry cruelty 
o anything that has lifo should bo cen- 
sured. 


It is now to me a pUifnl sight to sao 
man turn aside to pursno n little in- 


iioeent snake, us harmless as a lly and 
lot half so annoying, us though some 
lire calamity was to bo averted by his 
success in destroying it. Although I 
must confess to having done tho same 
;hing and practiced much cruelty to- 
ward them, it was simply the result of 
education; aud now, since I have thor- 
oughly niado their acquaintance, I fool 
disposed in some small measure to 
•xtouo for my past indiscretions. 
In 


youth I -wns taught to regard toads 
with disgust, no less than the snake, 
but not with the same dread. I was 
told that to linmlle them would cause 
my hands to bo covered with warts, 
etc. I have since known people who 
were fond of playing with them, and I 
now call to mind a laily of culture and 
refinement who would catch a toad and 
pet it, iclt it what pretiy eyes it had, 
cull it one of God's beautiful, beauti- 
ful creatures, and lay it against her 
face as a child would a pot bird. Toads 
and snakes are equally harmless, but 
neither of them have any attraction for 
1110; still I can be merciful toward 
them.—Forc.sl und titrenm.

The Simoom. 


The most remarkable of the hot 
uds is tho aiinoom, tho violent whirl- 
ind, with or without sautl, which af- 
ets the deserts of Africa and Houtli- 
csfcern Asia. The great heat of tlio 
il passing into the atmosphere causes 
i appreciable expansion and lighten- 
g of the latter, resulting iu the forina- 
on of small cyclonic disturbances, 
he surrounding atmosphere, in the 
ever-ceasing natural struggle to main- 
am irti equilibrium, rashes iu to fill 
ie space vacated by the expanded 
r, and in its turn undergoes the same" 
roeess until nt last there is a powerful 
urrent drawn into the vortex, frequent- 
f bringing with it quantities of loose 
[lid, ani the cyclone then becomes 
isible—huge columns of sand whirling 
mid and moving forward at tho same 
line. The air, already very dry before 
ie siniooni originated, now becomes 
;ill more so from the presence of tho 
ense cloud of dust. Away goes the 
01 ui across the desert; at first it is 
een as a low haze on the horizon, but 
iiickly spreading, tho cloud advances, 
)uietimes slowly, sometimes rapidly,

Text—"All thy garments Binell or Myrrli, niitl 
aloes, anil c us si 11, ouu of tlio ivory piilucos."— 
I's&lms slv, 8. 


Among the grand adornments of the 


city of Paris is the Church of Notre 
Dame, with its grout towers and elabor- 
ated rose windows and sculpturing of 
the hist judgment, with the trumpeting 
aiigels and rising dead, its battlements 
of qunrtcrfoil, its sacristy, with ribbed 
ceiling and Btutues of saints. But there 
was nothing in all that building which 
more vividly appealed to my plain re- 
publican tastes than the costly vest- 
ments which laid in oaken presses — 
robt'B that had been embroidered with 
gold, and had been worn by popes and 
archbishops on groat occasions. There 
was a robe that had been worn by Pius 
VII. nt tlie crowning oE the first Napo- 
leon. There was also a vestment thut 
had boon worn at the baptism of Napo- 
leon H. As onr guide opened the oaken 
presses and brought out these vestments 
of fabulous cost, and lifted them up, 
the fragrance of the pungent aromntics 
in which they had been preserved filled 
the place with a sweetness that was al- 
most oppressive. Nothing tlmt had been 
done in stone more vividly impressed 
me than those things that had boon 
done in cloth, and embroidery, and per* 
fume. But to-day I open the drawer of 
this text, and I look upon the kiugly 
robes of Christ, and as I lift them, 
flashing with eternal jewels, the whole 
house is filled with the aroma of these 
garments, which "smell of myrrh, and 
aloes, and cassia, out of the ivory pal- 
aces." 
Iu my text the King stops forth. His 


robes, rustle and blaze as lie advances. 
His pomp and power and glory over- 
master the spectator. More brilliant is 
he than Queen Vashti, moving amid the 
Persian princes; than Mario Antoinette 
on the day when Louis XTI unt upon 
her the necklace of eight hundred dia- 
monds; than Anne Boloyn the day when 
Henry VIII welcomed her to bis palnce; 
all beauty and all pomp forgotten, while 
we stand in the presence of this impe- 
rial glory, King of S5ion, King of Earth, 
King of Heaven, King forever! His gar- 
mouts not worn out, not dust bo draggled; 
but radiant and jeweled and redolent. 
It seems as if they must have been 
pressed a hundred years amid the flow- 
ers of Heaven. The wardrobes from 
which they have been taken must have 
been sweet with clusters of camphirc 
and frankincense, and all manner of 
precious wood. Do yon not inhale the 
odors? Ay, ay. They smell of myrrh, 
and aloes, and cassia, out of the ivory 
palaces. 


THE HISTOHY 
AND

Your first curiosity is to know why tlio 


robes of Christ are odorous with myrrh. 
This was a bright-leaf cd Abyusiuian plant 
It wns trifoliated. The Greeks, fcgyp- 
tians, Koniaus, and Jews bunght aiid 
sold it at a high price. The first pros- 
out that was over given to Christ was a 
sprie of myrrh, thrown on hid infantile 
bed in Bethlehem, aud the last gift that 
Christ over had wan myrrh pressed into 
the cup of his crucifixion. 
Tlio natives 


would tuko a fitotio and bruise tho tree, 
and then it would oxudo a gum that 
would saturate all the ground beneath. 
This gu in was used for purposes of mer- 
chandise. 
One piece of it no larger 


than a chestnut, would whelm a whole 
room with odors. It was put in closets, 
in chests, in drawers, in rooms, and its 
perfnmo adhere almost interminably to 
anything that was anywhere near it. So 
when in my text I road that Christ's gar- 
ments smell of myrrh, I immediately 
conclude 
tho 
exquisite. 
sweetness 


of Joans. I know that to many Ho is only 
like any historical person; another John 
Howard, another philanthropic Ober- 
liii, anotbor Confucius, a grand subject 
for a painting, a heroic thomo for a 
poem, a beautiful form for it statue; but 
to those who have heard his voice, aud 
felt his pardon, and received his bene- 
diction, He is music, and light, and 
warmth, and thrill, and eternal fra- 
grance. Sweet as a friend sticking to 
yon when all else betray. Lifting you 
up while, others try to push you down. 
Not so much liko morning-glories, that 
bloom only when the shn -is coming up, 
norliko"four-p'clocks,"that bloom only, 
when the sun is going down, lint liko 
myrrh, perpetually aromatic—the samo 
morning, noon, and night—yesterday, 
to-day, forever. It seems as if wo cixn- 
.not wear Him out. Wo put on Him all 
our burdens, aiid afflict Him with all our 
griefs, ami set Him foremost in all r>"" 
battles, and yot; Ho is ready to lift, ai... 
to sympathize, and to help. We have so 
imposed upon Him that one would think 
in eternal affront He 'would quit our 
soul; and yet to-day He addresses us 
with tho samo tenderness, dawns upon 
us with tho samo smilo, pities us with 
the same compassion. • 


Thoro is no iiiuno likei His for us. It 


is more imperial than C:csar's, more 
musical than Beethoven's, more con- 
quering than Charlemagne's, more elo- 
quent than Cicero's. It throbs with all 
life. It weeps with nil pathos. It groans 
with all pain. It stoops with all con- 
descension. 
It breathes with all per- 


fume. Who like Jesus to sot a broken 
bone, to pitty a homeless orphan, to 
nurse u sick 7111111. to take a prodigal 
back without any noolding, to illumine a 
cemetery all plowed with graves, lo 
muko a quooii unto Clod out of the lost 
woman of the street, to catch the tears 
of human sorrow in a lachrymatory that 
shnll never bo broken? Who has such 
an eye to see our need, such a lip to kiss 
away our sorrow, such a hand to snatch 
us out of tho fire, such a foot to trample 
our enemies, such a hoart to embrace all 
onr necessities? I struggle for some 
metaphor with which lo express him. 
Ho is not liko tho 
bursting forth 


of a full orchestra; that is too loud. 
He is not like tho sea when lushed lo 
rago by tho tempoat; that is too boister- 
ous. Ha is not liko tlio mountain, its 
brow wreathed with tho lightnings; that 
is too solitary. Give us a softer typo, a 
gonllor comparison. Wo have scorned 
to soo Him with our oyos, and to hoar 
Him with our oars, and to touch Him 
with our hands. Oh, that to-day Ho 
might appear to some other one o£ our 
live senses! Ay, tlio nostril shall dis- 
cover His prosonoo. Ho comes upon us 
liko spico gal oil from Hoaven. Yos, His 
g fir MI untn small of pungent, lasting, and 
all pcrvasivo myrrh. 


Oli, that you nil knew His sweetness. 


How soon you would turn from your 
novol«! If tho philosopher loapod out 
of his bath in a froir/.y of joy, and 
clapped Ins liandH, aud rushnd through 
tho street, bocaiiHO he had found tbo so- 
lution of a innUiainnticnl problem, how 
will you fool leaping from tho fountain 
of a Saviour's morcy and pardon, washed, 
oltan, and made white ao snow, when 


the question had been solved: "Hoi? 
ea'L my soul be saved?" Naked, frost- 
bitten, storm-hishotl soul, let Jesus this 
hour throw around thee the "garments 
thut Binetl of myrrh, anil aloe's, aud 
cassia, out of the ivory palaces."

Your second cariosity is lo know why 


the rob us uf Jesus are odorous with 
aloes. Thoro is some difference of opin- 
ion about where these aloes grow, what 
is tho color of tlio llower, what in tho 
particular appearance of the herb. Kuf- 
iiee it for you anil me to know that aloes 
mean bitterness tho world over, and 
when Christ conies with garments bear- 
ing thut particular odor, they suggest to 
ine the bitterness of a Saviour's suffer- 
ings. Wero there ever such nights as 
Jesus Hytid through—nights on 
tho 


mountains, nights on the sen, nights in 
the desortV Who ever heard of such a 
hard reception us Jesus hail? A hoste-lry 
the iirst, an unjust trial in oyer and ter- 
uiiuer another, a foul-mouthed, yelling 
mob the last. Was there a space ou His 
back as wide as your two lingers where 
He was not whipped? Was there a space 
on His brow an inch square where He was 
not cut of the briers?

Your third curiosity is to know why 


these garments of Christ are odorous 
with cassia. This was a plant that grow 
in India nnd tho adjoining islands. Yon 
do not care to hear what Kind of a flower 
it had or what kind of a stalk.

enough for mo to toll you that it was 
used medicinally. In thut land and iu 
that ngo, whore they know but littlo 
about pharmacy, cassia was used to nr- 
rost mniiy forms of disease. 
Ho when 


in my text wo iind Christ coming with 
garments that Biuell of cassia, it sug- 
gests to mo tho healing aud curative 
power of tho Son of God. 
"Oh," you 


nay, "now you havo u superfluous idea. 
Wo aro not sick. Why do wo want cas- 
sia? We are athletic. 
Our ronpir.ition 


is perfect. Our limbs aro litho, and in 
tho HO cool days wo foci wo could bound 
liko the roc." I bcgto differ, my brother, 
from you. None of you can bo bettor in 
physical health than I am, and yet I 
must Buy wo aro all sick. I hnvo taken 
tho diagnosis of your case, and havo ex- 
amined all the best authorities on tho 
subject, uud 1 havo corao now to tell you 
that you urn full of wounds nnd bruises 
and petrofying sores which hnvo not 
boon bound up or mollified with oint- 
ment. Tho marasmus of sin is on UH— 
the pnlsy, tho dropsy, the leprosy. Tho 
man that is expiring to-night on Fulton 
street—tho allopathic and homeopathic 
doctors having given him up, nnd his 
friouds now standing urcuud to take his 
last words—is no more certainly dying 
ns to hie body than you and I aro dying 
unless wo have taken the medicine from 
God's apothecary. All the leaves of this 
Bible nre only so many prescriptions 
from the Divine Physician, wrtttou, not 
in Latin, liko the earthly physicians, 
but written in phi in English, so that a 
man, though a fool, need not err therein. 
Thank God that the saviour's garments 
smoll of cassia. 


Suppose a man wore sick, and there 


was a phial ou his mantelpiece with 
medicine he know would cure him, and 
ho refused to tako it, what would you 
say of him? He is a suicide. And what 
do you say of that man who, sick in sin, 
has the hoaliug medicine of God's grace 
offered him, and roCiiHes to tako it? 
If 


he dies ho is a suicide: People talk ns 
though God took a mau and led him out 
to darkness and death, as though He 
brought him np to the cliffs and then 
pushed him off. Oh, no. When a man 
is lost it is not because God pushes him 
off; it is because ho jumps oft. In oldon 
times a suicide was buried at the cross 
roads, and the people wero accustomed 
to throw stouos upon his grave. S6 it 
seems to mo there may be in this house 
a man who is destroying his own soul, 
and us though the angels of God were 
hero to bury Him at the point where tho 
roads of life and death cross each other, 
throwing upon tho grave ths broken law 
and :i groat nilo of miRvmproved privi- 
leges, so Unit those going may look at 
tlio feurful mound, and learn what a 
suicide it in wlion an immortal soul, fov 
which Jesus diod, puts itself out oE tho 
way.

You know, or if you do not know I 


will toll you now, that nomo oE tho pal- 
aces of oldon times wore udoruod with 


ivory. 
AVab and Solomon had their 


homes furnished with it. Tho tusks of 
African and Asiatic elephants 
wero 


twisted into all manners of shapes, and 
there were stairs of ivory, and chairs uf 
ivory, aud tables of ivory, aud floors of 
ivory, and pillars of ivory, and windows 
of ivory, and I'minhims tlmt dropped 
into batiius of ivory, and rooms that had 
ceilings of ivory.
